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Hearst's Party Takes Decided 


Stand Against Injunctions

Many Candidates ForPres- 


ident Are. Active— 


900 Delegates 


Chicago, July 27.—The national con- 


vention of the Independence party will 
begin its session tonight, and If pres- 
ent plans are carried out the platform 
will contaiii a more radical declara- 
tion on the question of injunctions 
than was embodied in the platform ol 
either the Democratic or Republican 
party. 


From present indications the tem- 


per of the convention will be lu favor 
of a declaration doing away entirely 
•with preliminary injunctions in cases 
of labor disputes. The majority of the 
delegates who have arrived also be- 
lieve that there should be no punish- 
ment for contempt of court until after 
a trial by jury. 


The sentiment of the convention, so 


far as it can be forecasted, is some- 
what divided concerning the financial 
plank of the platform. The majority 
seems to favor a declaration that all 
money should be issued directly by 
the government without an interme- 
diary. Others incline to the view that 
the money should be issued through 
national banks. 


Another declaration which will like- 


ly be in the platform will be in favor 
of giving to the interstate commerce 
commission 
the 
power 
to 
Initiate 


changes in railroad tariffs, and that no 
rates shall be reduced without the 
permission of the commission. 


An amendment to the Sherman act 


will be favored adjusting that statute 
in such a manner that it can be mads 
to apply only to such combinations as 
are clearly acting in restraint of trade 
or tending towards monopoly. Over- 
capitalization of corporations will be 
condemned. 
A strong and specific 


declaration will also be made In favor 
of the restriction of Asiatic immigra- 
tion. 


It is asserted on all sides that the 


contest for the nominations will be 
free and open. Of the candidates now 
in the field Thomas L. Hisgen of Mas- 
sachusetts has a strong following, and 
,he is apparently in the lead. W. M. 


Howard of Alabama has many friends 
who are making a strong fight for 
him. The Indiana delegation is push- 
Ing Charles F. S. Xeal of that state, 
although Mr. Neal himself said that 
he hardly expected his name to go 
before the convention.

a.-2 John Temple Graves of 


Georgia anfl Howard S. Taylor of Chi- 
cago, 
fhf name of Charles A. Walsh 


of Iowa, secretary of the national com- 
mittee, and who for many years acted 
in a similar capacity for the Demo- 
cratic party, is also mentioned. 


William-Randolph Hearst, who is to 


be temporary chairman of the conven- 
tion, arrived here, and after spending 
several hours in companywith friends 
returned to the Auditorium Annex to 
put the 
finishing touches on his 


speech. 


Mr. Hearst reiterated the statement 


lie had made in New York, that he 
was not a candidate for the presiden- 
tial nomination and that he would ad- 
here positively to his Declaration that 
he must be considered In that light. 


Mr. Hearst was asked If. In his 


opinion, there existed any probability 
of fusion with the Democratic party 
or indorsement of Mr. Bryan. He re- 
plied: "It has been my understanding 
that the convention will nominate its 
own candidate and that we will con- 
duct a campaign Independent of the 
Republican and Democratic and all 
other parties. Since coming to Chi- 
cago I have heard no sentiment other 
than this, and I do not believe there 
Is even a remote possibility of fusion. 
or the indorsement of any candidate 
except our own." 


At a conference of leaders it was 


decided that Charles A. Walsh should 
be the permanent chairman of the 
convention. 


Thomas L. Hisgen, whose candidacy 


for the presidency is strongly favored 
by many delegates, Is In the city. He 
made the assertion that there was no 
possibility of fusion with the Demo- 
cratic party, adding: 
"There are 


many of us who like Mr. Bryan per- 
sonally, but wo can not agree with 
some of the things he advocates, nor 
do we fancy some of the men upon 
whom he seems to lean most strongjy. 
Personally I lost my Interest in the 
Democratic party when it failed to 
nominate Mr. Hearst four years ago 
in St. Louis. I am full of confidence 
in the future of the Independence 
party, and know that it will be more 
virile and more aggressive than either 
the Democratic or Republican organ- 
izations."
